SECTION I. (1) As used in 
this section, ‘‘motor vehicle” 
means a vehicle defined in Utah 
code Annotated, 1953; except 
authorized emergency vehicles 
defined in Utah Code Annotated, 
1953, mopeds, campers, 
sleepers, motorcycles, motor- 
homes, school buses, taxicabs, 
vehicles owned, operated, or 
leased by a public transit district, 
commecial vehicles owned or 
operated by persons holding a 
certificate of convenience and 
necessity issued by the Public 
Service Commission, or vehicles 
which weigh over 10,000 pounds 
gross weight and are not 
equipped with seat belts by the 
manufacturer.

(b) provide for the protection 
of a child two years of age or 
older, who is not yet five years of 
age, by using either a child 
restraint device or a safety belt 
approved by the commissioner of 
public safety to restrain the child
